"During thc stage following 
the removal from the bus", the 
report said. “the 1wo terrorists 
were dealt severe blows by men 
on (he scene.”

"The second 1errorist diced of

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Car sales 
in Europe 
expected 
to fall -

Europes booming car mar- 
kets will fall this year, according 
to a survey published vesterday, 
but buoyant British sales will be 
maintained by the present hard- 
fought discount war. 

The survey, from Data 
Resources Internalional, pre- 
dicts that total pew car sales in 
Western Europe will fall from 
last year's 10.47 müllion to 
10.44 million this year and rise 
to only 11.61 milion jn 1990, 
As the initial, post-concession-= 
ary recovery phase slows, the 
survey says, the level of 
competition in Eurape will 
intensify. 

In the Briiish market a 
“head-on conflict" between 
underlying economic perform- 
ance and 1he markcling 1argels 
of the main car manufacturers 
is seen as creating a high degree 
of uncertainty. 

“Economic gravity dictates a 
fall back from the record market 
volume of 1983 (1.79 milion 
cars sold) which car indusiry 
markeleers are doing their best 
to thwart with a crescondo of 
incentives.”

“The availability varies con- 
siderably.” a spokesman for 
Jetsave said yesterday, “We 
have about 100 seats for the 
coming week, mostly from 
Gatwick, but with some also 
from Manchester and Luton. 
We are nol disappointed with 
bookings. but when stals 
remain unsold at this late stage 
it is obvious they are not going 
to sell unless you do something 
drastic, We felt hat a flat rate 
clearance price would simplify 
things bolh for us and for 
customers.”

Crisis management, which 
usually means protectionism, is 
a poor substitule for long-term 
economic policy. We need to 
coordinale an overall positive 
stralegy. 


First of all, the West should 
develop a greater consensus on 
ıhe future for the world 
cconomy. Simple calis for free 
{rade are not thc answer. 
However, we must continue to 
pursue efforts for trade liberali 
zalon. Jn 1he absence of 
movemenl 1owards a more 
liberal trading system. protec 
tionism will gain momcemtlum. 


The rules of 1he game of 
international 1radce are slowly 
being changed. Tariffs and 
quotas are bcing replaced as 
policy tools by "hidden" bar- 
riers such as trade-rclated 
investment requirements, 13x 
credits. loans, and government 
capital infusions. Governments 
must work to coordinate and 
control these new barriers Or 
risk falling into a zero-sum 
sıstem of compellive subsidis- 
ation. 

Such coordination will re- 
quire new and more compre- 
hensive trade regulating organi- 
zalions than those currently in 
force. 4 major problem with the 
existing system of rules and 
institullons is that they are 
designed to avoid unavoldable 
conflicts rather than provıde for 
stheir resolution. Trade disputes 
arc to the interdcpendeni world 
cconomy what poli 1ical disputes 


are 10 dentocracy: necessary 
and. if properly sirucrured, 
healthy. 


Transatlantic trade is worth 
mare than $90 billion (about 
f£o4bn) annually. Yet the mech 
anisms for ensuring the smooth 
flow of this vially important 
ıradc are notoriously deficient. 
Regular liaison between ccon= 
omic policy makers is now 
inadequale. 

The dialoguc between career 
officials of our governments 
should be improved in order to 
create a greater understanding, 
of policy problems. and to 
develop shared ideas about the 
future of ihe international 
cconomic syslem. Towards this 


end. 1he Nato governments 
should explore setüing up 
regular working groups 


composed of under-secreiaries, 
section chiefs, and other special 
ists. These groups would ensure 
a greater continuitv of dis- 
çussion and greater understand- 
ing of cach sidc"s posiions and 
policies. 

Nato can maintain ils 
sirength only by maintaining i15 
cconomic viallty, by intelligent 
managemenl of trade disputes 
and by developing a shared 
xision of our economic system. 
The afliance will not be able to 
mecl ils responsibilities to 
preserve our Securitv if atri- 
mony ovcr trade issues sours 
political relations. and if econ- 
omic stagnation persisls it will 
lake tod heavy a fall. Ignoring 
ihe problem is a luxury the 
West cannot afford. 


NATO - 35 years of peace 


A message from Lord Carrington,

4s Secretary-General desig- 
nate, 1 see myself as a reader 
rather than a contributor. NIy 
message will therefore be short. 
The parties to the North 
Atlantic Treaty expressed in the 
preamble their determination to 
safeguard the freedom, common 
heritage and civilisation of their 
peoples. founded on the prin- 
ciples of democracy. individual 
liberty and the rule of law. Their 
success İS a matter of record. 
We owe it to a partnership 
between North America and 
Western Europe which will be 
just as important in the years to 
come, 
The alliance is by no means 
the only manifestation of this 
partnership, but it is fundamen- 
tal. Nato vill have to fate new 
challenges and adapt to new 
circumstances, as it has in the 
past. But its two main functions 


when retaliatory policies fol- 
lowed close on the heels of 
financial disorder and dragged 
lhe world economy into a long 
dawnward spiral, 


The ` liberal international 
economic order tormulaled 
during the 19405 and originated 
in the Llniled States. was 
premised on the theory of free 
trade. There were many reasons 
tor lhe American insistence on 
an economically open world 
ssslem, but the simple truth is 
ıihat i1 served ıhe .Smerican 
national interest 


li should not be forgouen, as 
nany often do. that American 
policy was widely supported in 
Europe. Indecd, 1he postwar 
economic system. created by the 
United States, proved extremely 
beneficial ie Europe, 

in his 1983 State ofthe Union 
xddress. President Reagan 
reminded Congress of 
America"s Iradiıional policy and 
position: "As thc leader of the 
West and as a couniry 1hat has 
become greal and rich because 
of economic freedom. America 
musl be an unrelenting advo- 
cate of (ree Irade™. Neverthe- 
less. the Reagan administration 
has implemented prolectionist 
nıcasures in various SCCLOFS. 
including stcel. textiles and 
automobiles. While politically 
understandable. the rhetoric 
goes one war ~ iis actions 
Irequently the other. 


Many Americans now feel 
that the fundamental premises 
of liberal trade policy are no 
longer valid. The prevailing 
attitude in Washington. as well 
as in Detroit and Piıtsburgh. 
scems 10 be that if no one else is 
going to play by the rules then 


why should we? This is a 
dificult argument for poli- 
ticians 1o counter. and if 


econûmic pressures continue 1O 
mount we may se û further 
erosion of a liberal trade policy. 


The first part of the 1980s 
has seen the allies increasingly 
ignoring the basic premises of 
ihe General Agreement _of 
Tariflts and Trade (Gat). The 
political imperative of preserv= 
ing jobs has led direcly 10 
protecuonism. In short. govern- 
menls are having a difficult 
time dealing with 1he funda- 
menial result of the post-war 
expansion in irade: greater 
interdependence. 


During earlicr more prosper- 
ous years. the close correlalion

This weakening of 
attitude could prove very costly 
for Europe's stability. 


The question of the INF has 
therefore once again confirmed 
1ha1 Europes security is indivis- 
ible from that of the United 
S1ates and it has further proved, 
if there were any necd, lhe 
importance. Î would say almost 
structaral. of the Euro-Allantic 
Jipk for ¢ach of our countries. 
The search for always morc 
efficient ways of ensuring 
security for all in the future can 
only spring from a reaffirmalion 
of our interdependence. 


Some werks ago in Bonn. in 
1ıhe course of a mceling on 
European questions, i remarked

full role. if it wants to make ils 
voice of moderation and wis- 
dom heard with greaier auih- 
arity within the Western con- 
text and the world, it must for 
her part take on wider and more 
direcı responsibilities.

A frank 
debate 
is needed 


The 35th anniversary of the 
Atlantic Alliance finds a con- 
sensus of opinion in Jtaly that 
virrually encompa 1he coun- 
trys entire political spectrum. 
Reservations such as the im- 
| one concerning the 
ntermediate-Range . Nuclear 
Fùrces (INF) are still voiced by 
1he Communists. iH would be a 
mistake 10 . disregard 
reservations, though it is a fact 
that no one dares deny ihe 
usefulness of the alliance. as it 
would not be understood by 
public opinion ‘today. This has 
not always been so, and grateful 
acknowledgments go to those 
men who at the end of the 1940s 
worked 10 make this evolution 
possible. 3 

In recalling the livcly debate 
which at the lime attracted 1he 
interest of the country's poli- 
tcians alongside the man in the 
sireelt on a choice made 
complex by the difficulties of 
post-war Italy, positions şuch as 
1he one 1akcen by Alcide de 
Gasperi. a slaunch supporter of 
the Atlantic . option. today 
appear parlicularly farsighted. 
The Christian-Democratic 
Party, still at ihe centre of the 
country's political specirum. 
and the other parties, which. 
following our proportional SyS- 
tem, formed coaliğons solidly 
anchored to the Westetn con- 
cept of democracy, wert aware 
thal the validity of the choice 
would be confirmed, aod would 
enable the sertlement of dis- 
putes which accompanied its 
conception. 

The lively debate between the 
two sides of the Atlantic, which 
has characterized in more than 
one insıance fhe history of the 
alliance. cannot per sc be 
regarded as the molive of 1he 
crisis. provided thal a frank 
debate be established. In fact, it 
is only through a frank debate 
1hat moments of apparent 
tension Can be OvercOomC, 
safeguarding the individuality 


and the sensibility of each 
participant avoiding 
dangerous differences. 


Two instances come 10 mind. 
The first one is the difficulties 
which arose among the allies 
during 1982, after the dramatic 
events in Warsaw. I believe 
hese were_due.10. ihe- fact hat . 
the political objective to : be 
pursued. on which we were all 
in. ‘agreement and which was a 
seriouş and unarmimous warming 
‘t10 the. Soviet Union, had not 
bûacn cliécanly defined. We also 
had' 1o 1ake into considêëration 
` the degitimiate Interests of each 
coumty a5 far as East-West 
economic relations were con- 
cerned. Bit this we did with 
some. delay and no1 without 
difficulty... . . . 

The second .instance which 
comes to mind’ is the fruitful 
dialêgue ° which _ immediately 
ensued between Europeans and 
Americans on the very delicate 
question of INF. In my opinion, 
the West owes its united fronl 
10 this intensive and open 
dialogue in which European 
countries made many valuable 
suggestions. 1 personally recall 

my meeting wilh Presidenl 
Reagan in March 1985 at the 
White House on the So-called 
"jatermediate option”, The 
çxtraordinary frankness of that 
conversation greatly contrib- 
uted 10 further defining the 
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able dedication to freedom and 
democracy. most United. States 
Administrations seem 2 think 
that a superpower with global 
interests and responsibilities 
cannot afford to be very 
particular . about democratic 


international relations. 

This approach has‘ resulted in 
tolerating occasional deviations 
from. democracy and human 
rights mn one or other of the 
Nato countries. It has also led 
to the identification, not only of 
the. United States, but to some 
degree of the West as a whole, 
with. some of the most abso- 
futist or anachronistic regimes 
in certain parts of the world. 

President Ronald Reagan has 
rightly said, in his address to the 
British Parliament on June 8, 
1982, that “the ultimate deter- 
minant in the. struggle that is 
now going on in the world will 
not be bombs and rockets, but a 
test of wills and ideas” and the 
West's “spiritual resolve” to 
uphold the democratic 
“values”, “beliefs”.and “ideals” 
that it cherishes. 

It is high time that a Nato 
strategy ing:-this “spiritual 
‘resolve” gains ascendency over 
stralegies stressing “bombs: and

Nato suffers today from an 
identity crisis.

The AFL-CIO has con- 
ditioned its support for mili 
aid to the Government of 
Salvador on demonstrated pro- 
gress there in the field of human 
rights. This reflects our convic- 
tion that there can be no purely 
military solution to El Salva- 
dors iravaill A Government 
that cannot or will not protect 
the rights of its citizens will not 
have the popular base necessary 
1o prevail against Marxist-Leni- 
nist insurgencies. A Govern- 
ment that wins such a base is 
entitled to our military help. 


Meanwhile, Nicaragua has 
amassed more men under arms 
than all of its neighbours 
combined. And while much is 
made, properly, of the threat 
this buildup poses to Nica- 
ragua's neighbours, it has for us 
another dinension: it is a shield 
behind which trade union rights 
are being trampled, as workers 
are being forced to leave the 
unions of their choice and join 
Sandinista organizations. Yet, 
many of our European friends 
see the issue in Central America 
simply as one of American 
ınterventionısm. 

The Reagan Adminis- 
tration’s policies deserve criti- 
cism. but however badly it has 
botched things, the fundamen- 
tal issue remains: what is 10 be 
the fate of the peoples of 
Central America? Do they have 
a right to free inslitutions or 
must they yield to one or the 
other totalitarian extreme? And 
should their fate concern the 
United States alone? 

The purpose of Nato is not 
simply to secure real estate but 
ıo secure a political system in 
which people are free to create 
and control their own insti- 
tutions. The number of coun- 
ıfies in which such a system 
operates is pitifully small. This 
sad fact, in an increasingly 
interdependent world economy, 
mcans that every retreat from 
political democracy under the 
assault of totalitarianism, any- 
where in the world, is a blow to 
ıhe interests of the dozen 
democracies that signed the 
North Atlantic Treaty thirty- 
five years ago. 

It would not be realistic to 
suggest that Nato radically 
restructure itself to police the 
world. It would be equally 
unrealistic to believe that Nato 
can meet the challenge of the 
remainder of this century with 
ihe structures, doctrines and 
mission of a generation ago and 
sill command the public 
support that democracies re- 
quire for their policies, Bringing 
Nalo into a better alignment 
with the actual global interests 
of the Alliance will require an 
extraordinary exercise of stlaies- 
maaship on both sides of the 
Anantic. 


11 per cent of its supply. Yet it 
is the United Slates that has 
committed itself, under the 
policy enunciated by President 
Carter. to use forcc 10 ensure 
the flow of oil through the Strait 
of Hormuz, 

Americans can only wonder 
why. if Gulf oil is vital Lo the 
European economies, its protec- 
tion should not be the shared 
responsibilily of Nato. Senator 
Gary Hart has raised this issue 
in his presidential campaign, in 
a wa} that threatens tO tap the 
current of isolationism that 
always runs under the surface of 
American politics and that our 
irade union movement has 
always resisted. Nonetheless, 
there ıs an air of unrcality about 
4 defence arrangement that 
aims 10 prevent the devastation 
of European territory by war 
but not the economic devas- 
1auon of Europe hy energy 
sirangulation. 

Equally unreal. 10 many 
Americans. is what they per- 
ceive to be the negalive or 
detached attitude of Europeans 
10 the problems of 1he Carib- 
bean, which were extensively 
analyzed in the report of the 
Kissinger commission. AS 1he 
commission pointed OUL grow= 
ing Soviet-Cuban influence in 
1he area does pose a security 
threat to the United States. The 
threat arises not only from 1he 
possible deployment of Soviet 
missiles in the region but from 
the hemispheric consequences 
of a Central American war - the 


massive loss of life. the 
dJestabilization of fragile democ- 
racies. and 1he inevitable 


extrusion of destitute refugees 
by the tens of thousands. It is 
naive to think 1hat 1he United 
Slates. caught up in such a 
maelstrom close to home. 
would not have 1o diver 
atteriion from 1he European 
theatre. 

The commission recognized 
ıhat the problems of Centra! 
America do not begin and end 
with ıhe Şovieı Union. They are 
decply rooted in poverty. social 
injustice. and 1he denial of 
fundamental human rights, Phe 
commission's proposals for 
addressing these ancient wrongs 
are sweeping and profound 
enough 10 be described as 
social-democratic. Certainly, in 
its scope and intent it bears 
coraparison with the Marshall 
Plan. though on a smaller scale. 
Yet this aspect of the report has

lized dialogue of their own. the 
1wo aliiances should refrain 
from acting as if they were 
trying to sidestep or demote or 
duplicale the CSCE. On the 
contrary, they should see to it 
that the dialogue between the 
Iwo alliances prepares their 
members to participate more 
produclively and constructively 
in the CSCE talks and help 
unfreeze those talks. 

Afler all. it is largely duc to 
1he mistrust between the Iwo 
alliances ihat the CSCE talks 
have got deadlocked. Therefore, 
a fruitful form of communi- 
calion belwecn the two alliances 
may substantially case the way 
for the CSCE, giving the non- 
aligned and neutral countries of 
Europc greater opportunity. in 
1urn, to prod the two alliances 
inlo making better progress 
10wards rapprochement and a 
more assured peace. 

Apart from the CSCE. non- 
governmental. as well as 
governmenlal, _mcetings or 
dialogucs of differenti groups 
and nature also take place 
between the East and the West, 
some of which are attended by a 
number of neutral countries as 
well. So the two sides already 
have an accumulation of experi- 
ence in {his regard. 

li would be worthwhile and 
timely 1o build on such 
experience a sysiematlic and 
comprchensive dialogue within 
1he framework of the North 
Atlantic and Warsaw Trealy 
4lliances, in a way thal may 


tum »their relationship into 
somcthing more conslructive 
and positive.

by promoting conditions of 
stabjlity and welibeing. They 
wilt seek to eliminate con/lict 
1n their international econ- 
omic puluics and will 
encourage economic 
collaboration betwcen any or 
all of them." (Emphasis 
mine). 

Hl is precisely our stake in the 
sirenalhening of free insti- 
1uluons — especially free unions 
- that explains the. AFL-CIO's 
traditional advocacy of a strong 
Wester defence: and it is our 
parallel stake in encouraging 
economic cooperation at the 
irade union level that directs 
our parlicipation in the Trade 
Uinion Advisory Committee of 
ıhe Organizalion for Economic 
Cooperation and Development 
«OECD. 

Because the alliance is made 
up of democracies. il must rest 
on the approval of electorales, 
not merels of gorcrmning elites. 
lı cannot survive an American 
perception. accurate or NOL, that 
Europeans want American pro- 
tection of European territory 
and of European Interests in lhe 
Gulf buı would gladly decouple 
themsehes from US interests 
in. say. Central America. It 
cannot survive a European 
belief that the United States is 
an unreliable ally that combines 
irresoluuon wilh reckless rhet- 
orice. It sureiy cannot survive 
the impression on this side of 
the Aılantic. fostered by media 
cxaggeralion of European “neu- 
tralısm.” that growing numbers 
of Europcans regard ihe super- 
powers as morally equidistant, 
The more moderate leaders of 
the anti-nuclear demonstrations 
in Europe may deny an anti- 
American bias. but Americans 
cannot ignore the fact that there 
were no notabic demonstrations 
while Soviet SS-20s were being 
deployed. 
1f these concerns require a 
candid, in-depth reevaluation of 
Natos role, the American 
labour movemeni is not indif- 
ferent to the outcome. We have 
no interest in a self-destructive 
dialogue or in administering 
shock therapy 10 the Europeans 
by threatening the withdrawal 
of American troops. The rešull 
we seek is a renewal of public 
support for Nato on both sides 
df the Atlantic, but suppor 
based on a shared cormmon- 
sense understanding of whal 
Nato is for. 

Against this_background. let 
us turn to the Gulf, upon which 
Europe is dependent for ncarly 
ane-third of rts oıl and Japan for 
mere than half. The United 
States depends on the Gulf for 
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construed t10 indicate, however, 
that the two alliances have 
outlived their usefulness. The 
world is not yet feady tû do 
without them. 

What is needed is some basic 
rethinking. on both sides, with 
regard to the two alliances. A lot 
has changed since lhe Second

fundamentally new approach to 
collective security. This rethink» 
ing should be based on ã non- 
prejudiced assessment of lend- 
encies and intentions in both 
the East and the West. 

It should be clear to any 
objective observer that people 
on either side, with the possible 
exceplion of some noncon- 


sequential fringe groups, do uot 


want war: on the contrary, they 
dread the prospect and have nO 
irredentist ambitions. 

Govemments on both sides 
also share this. Although the 
rhetoric of some governments 
occasionally, and the rhetoric of 
ihe two superpowers more 
frequently. may give a different 
impression, they all take care to 
stop short of building up 
tension to an irreversible point, 

It is paradoxical and ir- 
rational that such a pervasive 
mood of peacefulness such 
aversion to war. should be so 
contrastingly accompanied with 
an unparalleled and deadly 
armament race. between the 
East and the West. nurtured on 
mutual suspicion. 

The open societies of the 
West ought 10 be able to muster 
cnough sclfconfidence and 
courage lo take the initiative in 
coming forth with proposals to 
demolish these suspicions re- 
ciprocally. One such proposal 
may be the establishment of a 
permanent and institutionalized 
dialogue, with periodic mect- 
ings between the two alliances. 

The suspicions, grievances 
and expectations of all ihe 
partics should be aired: and 
problems, concerning not only 
areas covered by the two 
alliances. but also those pertain- 
ing 1o universal peace and 
security. should be collectively 
discussed. and possibilities of 
increased cooperation should be 
explored, in ihe course of this 
dialogue. 

Although the Conference on 
Security and Coopcralion in 
Europe (CSCE) scems 10 be 
deadlocked for the time being, 
after 1hce promising start in 
Helsinki. this iniuative has 
illustrated that the two super- 
powers and the European 
countries, both in the Easl and 
ıhe West. are not averse 1o the 
idca of dialogue = that they arc 
aware of its nccessily. 

In launching an institutiona- 
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and discord within the Alliance. 
There is a widespread percep- 
ıion of wavering public support 
for Nato and of declining 
confidence in its deterrence 
strategy ~ thal is. i1s reliance on 
America's nuclear umbrella. 
New questions are also being 
raiscd about the scope and 
limitations of Nato’s mission. It 
is lo this last issue that 1 wish to 
speak. 

But firsl. a preface. Nato 
could never have becn estab- 
fished without the support of 
the unions of the United States 
and Europe. whose leaders 
recognized the significance of 


Although local wars have been 
fought around the world during 
the four decades since the 
Second World War. there has 
not been a single military 
conilict between the East and 
West The opposing North 
Atlantic and Warsaw Treaty 
Alliances bave been insirumen- 
tal in containing the differences. 
disputes and rivalries between 
the two sides within peaceful 
bounds. 

Both alliances, 1herefore, 
have come to be accepted as the 
indispensable components of a 
balance on which the hopes of 
prevcenling a third world war 
and nuclear annihilation largely 
TESt. 
Relations betwecn ihe super- 
powcrs that lead the two 
alliances have become mark- 
edly strained in recent years: 
and, in those parts of ihe world 
not covered by 1he North 
Atlantic and Warsaw Treaties, 
they kcep confronlüng each 
other in conflicts DY PrOXY. 
Such confrontations. in turn, 
adversely affect relations be- 
tween the East and West as a 
whole. 

As détente deteriorates, and 
as the deployment of tactical 
nuclear weapons escalates, the 
members of both alliances 
situated in the sensitive areas of 
Europe tend to become increas- 
ingly scared of being engulfed in 
nuclear warfare at the initial 
stage of anı East-West conflict 
that may be triggered on or near 
1hcir own soil by one of the 
superpowers. 

After what Europeans lived 
through in two world wars. their 
dread of being the first victims 
of a nuclcar conflict, and the 
rcaction of certain secüons of 
the public in Europe to the 
deployment of new nuclear 
weapons, should not be re- 
garded as signs of irrational 
pacifism, nor as the ovicome of 
Soviet “peace propaganda”. 

If sufficient freedoms of 
expression and association 
cxisted in the Warsaw Pact 
countrics, such reaclions would 
no doubt be expressed there 
also, as strongly at least as in 
some of their Western counter- 
parts. Indeed, reactions are 
becoming increasingly vocal in 
East Germany, despite ils 
repressive regimc. 

The smaller members of both 
alliances are obviously dis- 
turbed with the feeling that they 
are not sufficiently in control of 
their own security and future 
any more, having relinquished 
their fate Jargely to their 
respeclive “big brothers". 

Such concerns or misgivings 
on the part of smaller allies and 
the recent deterioration in Easi- 
West relations should not be 


Nato is beseı by multiple crises 
that cannot be papered over 
without risking an erosion of iis 
foundations. Soothing declar- 
ations of translantic solidarity 
may ease nerves and buy time. 
but the {ime nceds 1o be used 
for a serious review of Nato’s 
adequacy in a world that has 
changed radically since 1he days 
of the Marshall Plan.

The artist chosen to represent Britain 
at this year’s Venice Biennale is 
ihe abstract painter Howard Hodgkin.

Hndgkin's 22 small wooden 
panels wiih ı1hcır luminous 
caloun =~ the same shade that 
has recenlly immersed his 
Bloomsbury house. When we 
met him he was still shamblng 
around dısiracicdly at home. 
trying 1o visualise lhe efTecl of 
the clcar Venetian light. "Every 
onc’s afraid the cart de Hil will 
nıake the reds in my pictures 
vibraie too much”, he said, 
“but the bright light will bleach 
il out tremendously, make il go 
greyish”.

The recent conference ‘on Namibia 
in Lusaka. the Zambian capital. 
although ending inconclusively, 
came very closet to agreement. 
Indced. ıhe Zambian president. 
Kenneth Kaunda. said it might have 
succeeded had iı lasted only a few 
mare hours. As il is. he believes a 
new negotiating process has been set 
in train that could finally solve the 
issue. 

What is new is that after years 
during which various outside agents 
- the United Nations. the so-called 
“Western contact group” (ihe US, 
Britain. Canada. France and West 
Germany) and latterly the LIS on its 
own = havc tried in vain to engineer 
a, settlement. 1he parties most 
directly concerned, South Africa and 
ihe Swapo guerrilla organization. 
now seem 10 be taking matters into 
their own hands, with Zambia acting 
as go-between. 

The US, which has been at the 
cenire of recent peace moves in 
Southern Africa. was alarmed to 
find itself relegated to lhe sidelines 
in Lusaka. 

What is especially worrying the 
Americans is the slowly emerging 
prospect thal a Namibia setlemenît 
might come abaut : without 1he 
removal of Cuban troops from 
Angola. the main point of the 
cxercise for Washington in a 
presidential clection year.

Outlook slippery in banana-money land

The Philippines is green and 
productive. Its people have one of 
the highest educational levels in 
Asia. Its democratic tradition pre- 
dates lhe arrival of the Spanish. But 
today the country is technically 
bankrupL, with a government that 
has all but lost its credibility with its 
creditors. 

Economic collapse can be stayed 
ofl only with a $65ûm stand-by loan 
from the International Monetary 
Fund. The loan has been delayed for 
some months for a variety of 
reasons. most of which stem from 
the government's unwillingness 10 
meet the IMF's terms and its 
disregard for the fundamental 
cconomic measures neccessary lo get 
excess liquidity and inftlalion under 
control. The Philippines is well into 
its third moratorium on debt 
repayment. The IMF money is 
crucial 10 further private lending. 

Yet the conditions which the IMF 
is expected to impose. including a 
substantial devaluation of the peso. 
will almost certainly make an 
already bad situation worse, since it 
is giving the Philippines only until 
1he cend of next year tO get its house 
in order. E 

Some economists bclicve the 
conditions will be unworkable and 
will lead to unrest if they are forced 
through in such a short period. 
Unemployment and inflation are 
iikcly to accelerate i0 levels that 
could sirain even the easy-going

For one thing, the criterion upon 
which the working party advance 
this principle is arbitrary. If the 
possession of a “rudimentary sense 
of awareness” which “might be 
equated to sensitivity to pain" is to 
forbid research, ihen why does not 
ıhe “sensitivity 10 pair" pure and 
simple of 1he developed foetus 
forbid the excruciating procedures of 
abortion methods like suction and 
saline amniocentesis? 

if. on the other hand, the ulserce 
of cven a “rudimentary sense of 
awareness" tlears 1he way for 
experimenlal procedures on the 
embryo. ihen why does il nol also 
make them possible on, say, 
anaesthelised children and adults, 
whether terminally Ill or for some 
other reason unwanted and undeferı- 
ded by society? 

lı i$ the widespread accepıance of 
1he practice of abortion today which 
has paved the way for this kind of 
thinking, in marking out the unborn 
as unprotected by the principles of 
human dignity which we claim to

1. You reporled a few days ago 
(May 11) that the percentage of 
"science" graduates leaving Oxford 
without employment remains 
around six per cenlL and it is 
suspected that of those who do find 
cmployment, some are in work not 
consonant with their qualifications. 
Why will not industry in general and 
STC. in parucular, of which com- 
pany Sir Kenneth is chairman, 
employ and train more unemployed 
and misemployed Oxford graduales? 
2. 1f iidustry, in general and STC in 
particular have known about this 
shortage of some kinds of engineer 
for several years. why do {they not do 
something about it? STC's intake of 
engineering and other graduates has 
actually dropped from 314 in 1979 
to 218 in 1980 and 27! in 1983, 
while the total labour force ex- 
panded over 1he period. 

If this is typical of industry, and f 
suspect it is. then it is not surprising 
that the percentage of Oxford 
graduates of all kinds entering 
business and industry dropped t0 
only LO per cent last year from I3 
per cent five years ago. Shortage is

In fact, external finance 
accounts for only 13 per cent of 
total investment in developing 
countries. This includes official 
capital flow in the form of sofl 
loans and grants as well as 
private flow, Thus the capital 
formation which has raised the 
growth rate in the Third World 
has mostly come from domestic 
sources. External finance is 
therefore not, pace the Brandt 
Report, 1he main delerminant of 
the prosperity of developing 
countries. So, the ` biggest 
coniribution that the indust- 
rialized world could make to the 
developing world is not to 
expand aggregate monetary 
demands but 1o reduce restric- 
tions on Third World imports. 


That should be the agenda for 
all the industrialized giants 
whose leaders are to attend the 
London summit. However, in 
1he hubbub crcaled by inler- 
national debt the distinctions 
have become blurred. The 
question of forcigr aid, irade 
and development has become 
merged into the single prOpos- 
ition to transfer wealth from rich 
t0 poor. It is not like that. A 
distinétion .has to be made 
between development aid and 
the temporary relief of hardship. 

Development aid should 
concentrate on those policies 
which are most conducive to 
stimulating growth: and pros- 
perity in the Third World, 
Experience suggests that there 
may be a better way than.lending 
Third World governments 
money if they intend only to use 
it to consolidate their position 
through dirigiste decisions which 
ignore market factors. The relief 
of hardship. be it for famine, 
drought or disease, is essentially 
a charitable act, but when 
Mt becomes a continuous OF 
semi-permanent process il is 
self-defeating, as an act of charity 
if it does not help to change the 
conditions in which ‘relief was 


.„ first required. 


In those cases where official 
funds are concerned the question 
of aid - its purposes and its effect 
— cannot be removed from the 
political debate.

numbers, quality and morale 
since the formula was adopted 
have «contributed 1o0 a real 
improvement in the capacity of 
1be police 1o0 respond to the 
increasingly complex challenges 
of recent years.

In the courts and the penal 
system there are fewer signs that 
the extra expenditure has 
brought results.

But the 
delays, 1he overcrowding, t1he 
failure of policy initiatives 10 
have tangible cffects, all ‘stil 
coniribute.

Britain 
continues to send’ relatively 
more criminals 10 prison than 
comparable European countries, 
and does so almost out Of habit, 
with waning confidence in the 
rehabilitative potential of 
imprisonment, and little analysis 
of the relative roles of rehabili- 
1alion. retribution, deterrence 
and the protection of the public 
in penal policy. In some parts of 
ıhe country, the commonest 
reason for being sent to prison iS 
the non-payment of fines.

He was more in tune with his 
better self last week when he told 
the Justices’ Clerks that the 
Government were thinking of 
introducing a time-limit on 
remands before trial in England 
and Wales, like the 1 10-day limit 
that exists in Scotland.

The number of remand pris- 
oners rose by 88 per cent in tbe 
ten years up to 1982 and is sill 
rising. Considering that 1he 
Government has almost doubled 
expenditure on the criminal 
justice system since 1979, the 
extent of stress and despondency 
within it is surprising. The 
chairman of the Police Feder- 
ation greeted Mr Brittan Jast 
week with a truculent attack on 
the mere possibility tbat the 
Edmund-Davies formula for 
police pay might be under threat.

The inauguration of a £2m 
promotion campaign for the 
Apple Macintosh computer 
coincides with reports of delays 
in its apı in Britain. 

Originally scheduled for an 
April launch, the Macintosh is 
now officially due here some 
time in June. So keen is Apple 
1o attract interest in its new 
micro that it is trying to 
designate June 4 to 9 as 
Macintosh week. However 
sources within the company 
indicate thaı shipments 10 
Britain are dependent on the 
satisfaction of the huge US 
demand, fuelling speculation 
that the computer will continue 
in short supply throughout the 
summer. 

Press and television advertis- 
ments for the £1,795 machine 
are already appearing, with 
assertions that the Mackintosh 
replaces other computers as 
completely as the telephone 
replaced morse code. 

The key to this exaggerated 
claim is the Mackintosh's 
system of “icons™, on-screen 
pictures of equipment such as 
printers and telephones. The 
user can operate this equipment 
by poinung to the icons with an 
on-screen indicator ~ itself 
manoeuvered through the kev- 
board or vıa a hand-held 
`“"mouse™ controller. 

With the use of this system. 


the Mackintosh claims 1o 
enable nor-computer adepts 10 
use Information technology 


without the need to learn the 
complex command codes and 


operaung procedure ofien 
necessary for compuler Oper- 
ation. 


Apple suffered a notable flop 

with the first computer tO use 
this sşstem. The Apple Lisa was 
constdered much too expensive 
when first unveiled at around 
£8.000.; though subsequent 
amendmentls and price Cus 
have sharpened its competitive 
edge. i 
+ By cogtrast. the Macintosh 
has been .greeted with general 
approval - record US sales 
following 1he launch of this 
smaller and cheaper implemen- 
1alion of Lisa!lechnology. 

Based on an advanced Moto- 
rola microchip, the Macintosh 
has a 9 inch high resolution 
screen and 3! inch disc drive 
{each disc capable of storing the 
equivalent of approximately 
100 pages of double spaced 
typing) In a unit measuring an 
unusually compact 10 inches by 
10 inches. 

In addition, the computer has 
a detached keyboard and the 
characteristic Apple mousg. 

Sieve Jobs, Apple chaırman. 
believes that Lisa technology 
represents the future direction 
of all personal computers. 
™*Macintosh makes this tech- 
nology available for the first 
time to a broad audience - at a 
price and size unavailable from 
any other manufacturer. By 
virlue of the large amount of 
software writen for them, the 
Apple I! and IBM PC became 
the personal computer indus- 
iry's first two standards. We 
expect Macintosh to become the 
third.” 

The Macintosh is being 
assembled in a specially-built 
factory at Fresno, California. 
The low chip count of the 
Macintosh is partly responsible 
tor the degree of automation 
possible in the new plant, where 
computer control systems and 
remotely guided robots should 
be capable of a planned one- 
every-27-seconds production 
schedule for the computer.

Back to the Thirties and 
a supply-led recovery

vention by the United States 
authorities may have been 
designed to reduce the rate at 
which the dollar was falling. 
After all. a sharp collapse of the 
dollar could have proved very 
disruptive for the world econ- 
omy. Intervention designed to 
support the dollar by buying 
dollars, perhaps under a swap 
arrangement with, for example, 
the Bundesbank, could have the 
effect of reducing the United

The actual impact depends 
on whether ihe United Stales 
Government securities which 
the Fed would normally supply 
the Bundesbank as part of such 
a swap arrangement. were 
supplied from 1he Feds own 
portfolio or purchascd from the 
public.

This waş in 
stark contrast to their previous 
posiure to intervene only under 
conditions of “severe disorderli- 
ness". A policy of intervention 
under the conditions for the 
United States banking system 
envisaged above could alleviate 
pressures on the dollar/sterting 
exchange rate but at what cosl? 


In fact there may have been 
some favourabie United States 
money supply effects from the 
intervention experienced this 
year.

Comparing present cconomic 
condnions with those of the 
1930s is not simply an exercise 
in nostalgia. There are lessons 
for the gill market in the events 
of 50 years ago. 

We have to go back that far 
to find a pattern of domestic 
economic performance which 


«most closely matches recent 


events, Economic growth accel- 
erated remarkably quickly from 
the depths of the 1929-31 
depression. Real wages for those 
in work rose sharply. Unem-= 
ployment remained stubbornly 
high. Confidence rested with & 
supply-side improvement which 
was identified with the emerg- 
ence of new products made by 
new companies. Many were 
related Lo the transport indus- 
tries. in particular, the car 
industry. 

The comparisons between the 
pattern and degree of economic 
growth in the 1930s and 980s 
are striking The electronics 
industries have replaced the car 
industries as the stimuli Lo 
changes in consumer habits and 
spending. The main difference 
lies in the unemployment/infla- 
tion trade-off. In the early 1930s 
the average unemployment rate 
was aboul eight percèntage 
points higher and inflation 
about 12 percentage points 
lower than Britain haş experi- 
enced over recent vears. 

For policy makers. the 
prescriptions of 50 years ago 
may seem entirely appropriate 
today. Tight fiscal policy and 
slack monetary policy were the 
order of the day in the supply- 
led recovery of the 1930s. and 
1here is morc than a suspicion 
that a similar combination is 
preferred now. 

Inflation rather than money 
supply appears to be the 
crileron lor deciding whether 
an official Iead on interest rate 
changes should be taken.

Miore than a week of frantîc 
intervention by fhe Federal 
Reserve aud the US Govern- 
ment failed to calm the fears in 
the financial markets.
